"Aliens, Smuggled .Into This 


Country, Are Caught 


In New Jersey. 


Keyport, N. J., Nov. 5 (AP)— 


Smuggled into the United States 
from Trinidad, after four sick com- 
panions had been thrown into the 
sea to die, eighteen Chinese were 
captured Sunday by federal agents 
in the dark cellar of a lonely house 
guarded by five vicious police dogs 
and a giant West Indian negro. 


The raid by twenty federal agents 


from New York, Philadelphia and 
Newark, aided by New Jersey state 
police, was the opening move in a 
drive against a New Jersey alien 
smuggling ring whose leader is said 
to be a prominent New Jersey poli- 
tician known to the government. 


Heavily armed, the raiding party 


converged on the isolated, woods- 
surrounded Frederick place over- 
looking lower New York bay in the 
darkness of early morning. 
They 


first met the untethered dogs, which 
were captured quickly. 


Confronted By Armed Negro 


There was no answer when they 


rang the doorbell. The agents broke 
in, holding machine guns, and con- 
fronted the negro who held a pistol 
in each hand. Frightened, he drop- 
ped his guns and surrendered. The 
two-story house was searched from 
top to bottom but no one else was 
found. 
The concealed, cellar en- 


trance was discovered and forced 
entry made. Frightened, screaming 
Chinese cowered on burlap bags on 
the floor. No force was necessary 
to round them up. The only thing 
they had in the cellar besides the 
bags was a large wooden bowl filled 
with rice. 


Two of the eighteen aliens spoke 


English and said they had been ed- 
ucated in Chinese universities. They 
said thirty-eight Chinese left China 
months ago aboard a freighter for 
illegal entry to the United States. 
They were not certain how long 
they were at sea. Finally at Trini- 
dad. B. W. 1.. they were transferred 
to another freighter, and put with 
cargo in the hold. 


Four Thrown Into Sea 


Four of the group took sick dur- 


ing the voyage from Trinidad and 
members of the crew threw them 
overboard. The remaining thirty- 
four finally landed near the Vir- 
ginia Capes. They were kept in a 
house overnight and the next morn- 
ing were sewn into potato sacks, 
thrown onto a truck, covered with 
potatoes and brought to the house 
here.
